Lead by WB R. Cleckley Brothers of Teikoku placed a wreath commemorating Memorial Day at Tomari 
International Cemetery in Naha. The Tomari International Cemetery contains graves of American service 
members fallen in World War I, World War II, the Korean and Vietnam Conflicts. The Brothers of Teikoku 
were joined by the Personal Representative and Brethren of Scottish Rite Valley of Kitanakagusku and 
Brethren from MWGLPH Washington jurisdiction. 

Tomari International Cemetery was established after Commodore Perry signed the Treaty of Peace and 
Amity with Japan in 1854. The commemorative site was sacked in the Battle of Okinawa in 1945. However, 
this place of honor was re-established a decade later to remind those of the sacrifice. Tomari International 
houses the remains of at least 3 Brothers, thoughts and prayers were extended to mark the occasion.
